the hemorrhage, but the premier soon 
died.

OUR DUTY TO RUSSIA. 


T 


HE following from the pen of John Leary, in response 


to an editorial in the New York Sun of recent date, 


j^ well worthy the perusion of every American citizen: 


Aie we a nation of ingrates? Or rather, is It not the fact 


that the press of New York City misrepresent the real 
sentiment of the American people towards Russia in 
these hours of her adversity? 


The New York Sun, realizing that its past course of un- 


favorable comment and its coloring of the situation as 
a whole, with respect to Russia, is dangerously near the 
limit of approval and at the point of indignant rejection 
by its American readers, seeks to divert them for the 
time being by appeasing their sense of obligation with che 
suggestion that the opportunity has not yet presented 
iiself for us to "even" ourselves with Russia. 


In Us editorial of May 30th, the Sun says: "If there is 


a good and great service which the United States can 
now render to the Russian government and people that ser- 
vice is justly due from us to 'them. Behind that Is the fact 
that the people of America have never forgotten and can 
not forget that we are Russia's debtor whenever opportu- 
nity offers for assistance that sympathy and friendship 
n.ay possibly give." 


When we observe that these admissions and declara- 


tions are part of an editorial which patronizingly advises 
Russia to accept Japan's terms of peace we are at once 
•wearied and oppressed by the monumental impudence and 
conceit of it all, while at the same moment aroused at its 
Invidious suggestion that we should remain inactive till 
Russia comes pleading to us on bended knees. 


"He who gives early gives thrice." 
Wait! Wait! cries the Sun, while in the meantime it 


proceeds to make matters as much worse for Russia as 
it can. 
f 


"Waiting" is not an American sentiment. 
Wait until when? Wait until Russia is so distressed 


that she is beyond help of our sympathy? 


As a people, Americans once and for all disposed of 


that cry of wait in response to the outstretched arms of 
Patrick Henry pleadingly asking: 


"Wait! Wait! Gentlemen cry wait! But when shall 


we be stronger,? Shall it be torlav or tomorrow? Shall It 
be when we are bound hand and foot anrl a British guard 
is stationed in every house?" 


Did Russia try 'wait! wait'" to Lincoln when in his 


hour of_dire need she gave him not sympathy merely, but 
what was, in effect at least, active, potential aid and as- 
sistance. 


On Decoiation Day, the day on which the Sun issuea its 


editorial, I stood watching the military parade as it filed 
past the President's stand, and applauded to the point of 
exhaustion the veteran corps, as with the youth and vigor 
of the National Guard before'and behind them, those pa- 
triots of I860, with their remained bodies and battle-torn 
flags, tottered past, each post bearing the name of a be- 
loved and honored leader now forever gone from them, 


and, 
as I looked, the scene recalled the words of Webster 


to the veterans of the battle of Bunker Hill, upon a similar 
occasion, as his eye passed down the line and noted the 
missing ones—"Prescott: Stark! Reed! Bridge! Pomeroy! 
Our eyes seek for you in vain amidst this broken band." 
My mind recurred to the editorial of the Sun and the ques- 
tion forced itself upon me- What would be the attitude 
of the reverened leaders of these veterans toward Russia 
if they were with us today? Would they cry "wait" or 
would they seize with all that impulsive gratitude of thfir 
strong American hearts the heaven-given opportunity to 
return to Russia in ton fold her service to them? 


With them the'duality of gratitude as of mercy went 


unstrained. They would tell us of those dark days of the 
Union which tried their souls. Of those days when a feath- 
er's weight in the balance would have changed the scales, 
and when England stood ready and anxious to cast that 
feather. They would tell us of the flourish of British sabers, 
about the head of our already distressed Lincoln, to be 
lowered only as the guns of Russia were shoved up Into 
the very face of John Bull, until his open opposition cow- 
ered and sneaked into the mere aiding and abetting of the 
enemy's privateers, only to be caught red-handed as It 
were and compelled to pay us later fifteen million dollars 
in Alabama claims alone. They would tell us that Russia 
did not stop In those days to ask whether President Lin- 
coln represented the majority of the people of the country, 
nor whether the policy of the government responded cor- 
rectly to the American sentiment; that Russia did not wait 
to quibble with Lincoln over whether he was in the right 
or Jeff Davis was In the right; that Russia did not hesi- 
tate because of the infamous suggestion that the people of 
the south and the malcontents of the north were, In fact, 
the United States, and that Lincoln and his cabinet were 
nothing more nor less than a bureaucracy; that Russia 
did not add to Lincoln's burden by telling him, because 
rioting was going on in the City of New York until the Im- 
mortal expression went forth from Dlx "who dares haul 
down the American flag, shoot them on the spot" and 
quieted it, that he therefore was was not the country's 


tiue leader. That Russia did not wait to tell Lincoln that ' 
complaints were going up from all over the north against 
his drafting Into the sen-ice. That she did not remind him 
that men were being slaughtered by thousands in ti e field, 
that battles were being lost and armies being annihilated 
as a.t Bull Run, and that a. multitude were vociferously 
proclaiming that he, Lincoln, was not Justified in .lis 
course. Russia did not stop or presume to tell him that 
because of all these things he should desist and end the 
war. Russia put none of those questions to Lincoln, but 
on the contrary, and it is no metaphor, she stood through- 
out it all. with one hand soothing his troubled freheal, 
while she held the other in menace against the whole world 
and England in particular with the command "Leave this 
man alone." 


, 
Can any cme doubt what our honored Lincoln's attitude 


would be today were he in Theodore Roosevelt's place? 
Can any one doubt that he would be to Russia what Russia 
in those dark days was to him, even though subsidized 
press and venal politicians were to clamor unanimously 
for impeachment? Can any one doubt but that each one of 
those veterans, there marching past Theodore Roosevelt 
on Decoration Day would be at his side? Would Lincoln 
stop to ask the why and wherefore of Russia's troubles? 
Nor shall we. It is not our becoming privilege, though rea- 
sons, just in themselves would obviously be forthcoming 
commanding our aproval. The primary and all-sufficient 
one for us, must be the natural quest of that great people 
for access to the world, denied them in Europe, througn 
an ocean pathway. 


IT is reported that the government of Burmah has re- 


fused to grant the Standard Oil Company a license to store 
refined petroleum at a site on the Rangoon river. Evi- 
dently a few more missionaries should be sent to Burmah 
on account of the John D. Rockfeller contribution.

MAN REMAINS 


UNSOLVED 


Body Is Partially Identified as That of 


B. F. Goudy, Seattle Mining Man, 


Who Disappeared from This 


City on June 3d

wra 
mystery 
surrounding 


the discovery Sunday of the 
body of a dead man four 


and a half miles east o£ town 
is more complicated than ever 
and will not be cleared up until 
the body Is exhumed and the 
relatives of F. B. Goudey are 
summone'd to identify the 
re- 


mains. 
Every 
circumstance 


points to a deliberate murder. 
The gun with which the crime 
was committed is missing, and 
most significant of all Is the fact 
that no valuables whatever were 
found on the body, except the 
pocket knife which Goudey fre- 
quently exhibited to friends. His 
Klk charm was also missing.

While the authorities are not able 


to establish beyond the peradventure 
of a doubt, the identity of the mar 
found dead Sunday afternoon in a field 
east of Sparks, every 
circumstance 


surrounding his tragic death points to 
his identity as F. B. Goudey, a mining 
and saw mill man from Seattle. 


Goudey arrived in Reno on April 


20th, spent his time about the hotels 
and the Elks' home and is said to have 
lost considerable money while here. He 
cashed a check at the Hotel Golden for 
$360, which came back unpaid, and la- 
ter he disappeared from the hotel on 
the morning of June 3d and has not 
been heard of since. He did not settle 
his bill at the hotel and left a vali.-ie 
full of clothes. 


The valise found in Goudey's room 


after his disappearance contained 
a 


suit of pajamas, a toilet set, two suits 
of underwear and a number of time ta- 
bles. 
The underwear was shown to 


Undertaker Reinhard 
yesterday and 


he identified it as the same as that 
found on the body. 


Fred Somers, who has charge of tho 


buffet at the Golden, stated that Gou- 
dey was afflicted 
with catarrh and 


blew his nose a great deal. 
On the 


body of the dead man was found three 
pocket handkerchiefs. 


In general description, 
height, age 


and weight the description of the dead 
man exactly tallies with that given of 
Goudey. 
Mr. Sommers remembers oE 


seeing him many times with an Eng- 
lish pocket piece which was in appear- 
ance the same as the coin found on his 
body. 


John Sweeny, an employe of the ho- 


tel, 
identified the shirt found on the 


body as similar to that worn by Mr. 


Ooudey when he last saw him 
TTic 


puit of clothes found on the corpse is 
one of the strongest bits of evidence 
which may be used to establish the id- 
entity of the unfortunate man. 
It 


is pronounced by several who we're in 
contact with G-oudev to be identical 
with the suit worn by him. 


Examination of the Hotel Golden reg- 


ister showed a remarkable similarity 
between the handwriting on the little 
card containing a prayer, found in 
the dead man's pocket, and Goudey's 
signature 011 the book. 


Mr. Sommers thinks 
there 
is no 


doubt the dead man is Mr. Goudy. He 
told him he owned a. ranch near Se- 
attle and that he had mill interests 
at Monahan. Washington. Goudey re- 
ceived letters from his wife while at 
the Golden. 


During the day he spent his time at 


the Elks' club, being a member of the 
Seattle lodge of Elks. 
A short time 


before he disappeared his check given 
the hotel management 'for $360 was re- 
turned dishonored. The circumstance 
seemed to worry him somewhat. 
A 


day or two before he dropped out of 
sight he told Mr. Somers that he had 
been fishing with a. friend and had 
been invited to go again, but that he 
rather hesitated about going, as lie 
was afraid his friend would push him 
in the river. 


Goudey went fishing and that was 


the last time he was seen alive. 


If Goudey committed suicide he at- 


tempted to burn all bridges behind him 
that would lead to his identity and if 
he was killed his slayer stripped the 
body of everything which- he thought 
would lead to the establishment of his 
identity. In any event the case pre- 
sents a mystery which may never be 
solved. 


No word has been received from his 


relatives.
